AWARD 

Because of the importance of printing and pub- 
lishing in every aspect of human endeavor 
—science and the arts , education and culture, 
commerce and industry , government and pri- 
vate affairs -this Award has been established 
for individuals employed in government serv- 
ice to encourage and stimulate an interest in 
the field of printing and publishing. It will rec- 
ognize those individuals who have success- 
fully demonstrated abilities in one or more of 
the items as follows: 

1. Made a significant contribution in the field of 
printing and publishing. 

2. Aided in the development of educational and 
training programs in the printing and publishing field 
at the craft, managerial or professional levels. 

3. Assisted in the expansion of printing and pub- 
lishing by private enterprise through ideas, recom- 
mendations and suggestions* 

4* Made notable contributions to the increase of 
knowledge of printing and publishing. 

5* Contributed to greater understanding of the 
present and future manpower needs, skills, training 
and qualifications in printing and publishing. 

6* Developed products, techniques or processes to 
advance the technology of printing and publishing* 


7. Improved the design and appearance of govern- 
ment publications and reports. 

8* Distinguished themselves in public service over 
a long period in the field of printing and publishing. 


The Award. The honorary award consists of a 
printed scroll awarded at the Annual Awards Ban- 
quet of the Education Council and the Graphic Arts 
Technical Foundation which is held in March. A 
recipient from the Washington, D, C. area would 
also be honored at the Printing Industry of Washing- 
ton, D. C. Printing Week Banquet held in January* 


Eligibility. Any person employed in the government 
of the United States, whether Federal, State or local, 
appointed or elected, is eligible for nomination. 


Nomination of candidates. The heads of Govern- 
ment departments, agencies and commissions are in- 
vited to nominate candidates. Nominations from other 
sources will also be accepted. 

Form of nomination. Nominations should be sub- 
mitted in triplicate and include the following: 

1 . Full name of candidate. 

2. Home address (street and city)* 

3. Date and place of birth. 

4. Employment. 

5_. Address of employment* 

6. Title. 

7. Education and degrees. 

8* Brief description of nominee's present work. 

9* Identification of criteria under which nomina- 
tion is being made. See Purpose of this Award. 
10. A statement justifying candidate s qualifications 
for the Award under the above criteria. 


Selection. A Selection Committee is appointed by 
the President of the Education Council of the 
Graphic Arts Industry, Inc. 
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Closing date. Nominations for the Award should 
be submitted by December 1 to the Education 
Council. 

The Education Council of the Graphic Arts 

Industry, Inc. The Education Council is an af- 
filiate of the Graphic Arts Technical Foundation 
which is a non-profit, scientific and educational 
organization serving the international graphic com- 
munications community. The Education Council 
consolidated its efforts with GATF in 1966 in order 
to provide industry and schools a more comprehen- 
sive and a more cohesive program of education.
